Proposal Would Bar Bias 
in Hotels, Theaters — 
Speakers Say City Is 
Getting Bad Name on 
Negro Issue. 


Representatives of Protestant, 
Catholic and Jewish groups, labor 
unions, social welfare associations 
and other organizations appeared 

. before a committee of the Board 
of Freeholders last night to urge 
inclusion of a civil rights clause 
in the proposed new city charter. 

About 50 persons, many of them 
Negroes, attended the meeting of 
the Board’s special committee No. 
1, composed of attorneys, in the 
Municipal Courts Building. No 
opposition was expressed to the 
proposed civil rights clause, which 
would prohibit discrimination in 
hotels, restaurants, theaters and 
other * public places and would 
give everyone equal rights in em- 
ployment. 

Speakers said that, 
they felt such rights were guar- 
anteed by the United States Con- 
stitution, the city should give | 
specific expression to them in the — 
new charter. Several who attend- 
ed the meeting said St. Louis was | 
getting a “bad reputation” be- 
cause of discrimination against 
Negroes. | 

John J. Kessler, representing | 
the St. Louis division of the Mis- 
souri Association for Social Wel- 
fare, maintained Negroes would 
not vote for the new charter un- 
less an anti-discrimination clause 
were included. 

Effect on Conventions. | 

Doris Priesler, educational di- 
rector, AFL International Ladies 
Garment Workers’ Union, said: 
“St. Louis is losing a lot of con- 
vention business because some or- 
ganizations can’t accommodate its 
delegates here. 

“They talk of having a World’s 
Fair here in 1953, but imagine 
having a fair with these practices 
of discrimination.” 

Irvin Dagen, an importer, told 
the committee that many St. 
Louis proprietors are willing to 
admit Negroes into their estab- 
lishments but dislike taking the 
lead in this respect. A charter 
provision against discrimination 
would remedy this situation, he 
said. 

A similar statement was made 
by Mrs. Guy Blackmer, former 
member of the Mayor’s Commit- 
tee on Race Relations. 

Groups Represented. 

Among the organizations repre- 
sented at the meeting were: Jew- 
ish Community Relations Council, 
Committee on Racial Equality, St.

STORES WARNED 
AGAINST FAKE BILLS 
IN CHRISTMAS RUSH 


A warning to merchants to be 
wary of counterfeits while the 
Christmas buying rush is on was 
issued today by Jackson N. Krill. 
in charge of the local office of 
the United States Secret Service 
Bureau. 

“When in doubt check a sus- 
pected bill against a good one,” 
Krill suggests. Other suggestions 
were that merchants receiving: a 
suspected bill detain the passer 
under some pretext until police 
arrive and, failing in that, obtain 
an automobile license number or 
some other identifying informa- 
tion.

Peainarce Secretary Calls 


for ‘New Liberalism’ to) 


Replace ‘Class Strug- 
gle’ Theory. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 6 (UP)—Sec- 
retary of Commerce Sawyer says 
the United States must embrace 
an economic philosophy of “new 
liberalism” to reap a “fabulousl 
high standard of living” in th 
next 50 years. 

Sawyer told the Public Rela- 
tions Sociéty of America last 
night that the idea of a “new lib- 
eralism” was based on balancing 
the major groups in the country— 
labor, management, government, 
political parties and groups with 
special interests. 

“It is the idea of balance,” he 
said, “the idea that there is a 
middle ground which is best for 
all in the long run.” 

Pension Problem: 

He cited labor’s pension de- 
mands to stress out that co-opera- 
tion is needed to solve the nation’s 
serious economic problems. 

He said two things had to be 
considered in demands that every- 
body in the country get a pension 
of $100 a month at the age of 65: 

1. “As a matter of national pol- 
icy our Federal Government and 
our state governments are com- 
mitted to the payment of pen- 
sions.” 

2. “It is equally clear that this 
involves actuarial and financing 
problems of a delicate and crit- 
ical nature.” 

Industry, labor and govern- 
problem, he said, on the basis of 
facts—free from emotion. 

“Progress in connection with 
pensions should move along lines 
of more, not less, government 
participation,” he said. 
Substitute for Class Struggle. 
“Some so-called liberals in our 
own society have adopted a 
formula that appears to me to be 
dangerous,” Sawyer said. “I speak 
of the fixed idea that any in- 
crease in purchasing power of 
any one group is good no matter 
what its effect may be on other 

Sawyer said his idea of “a new 
liberalism’’—as opposed to the old 
philosophy of the all-important 
individual and the extreme leftist 
view of individuals as a class— 
would “discard all the preconcep- 
tions concerning the class struggle 
which have seeped into our think- 
ing from the jargon of com- 
munism.”

and technical assistance enable it to exist for more than a few hours. 


In this war between the‘ two 
great powers,“each stubbornly 
persists in extension of its ideolo- 
gies and influence over a tiny 
peninsula, almost barren of re- 
sources. Under the tutelage of 
American and Russian military of- 
ficers, this war in Korea is fought 
with an intensity that would be 
impossible were not human life 
held cheap as dirt by the people 
fighting it. Women and children 
are killed without compunction; 
the dead lie unburied in village 
streets for days, torture of cap- 
tured political antagonists is com- 
monplace. 

This is a strange conflict going 
on ostensibly between North and 
South Korea, between the forces 
of Communism and capitalism. 
For it comes, by decision of the 
two big powers, as a sequel to 
liberating all Korea from Jap- 
anese rule and is accompanied by 
American dollars in improving the 
lot of the average Korean. 

Gains Under U. S. Leadership. 

As a result of American invest- 
ment in their welfare, the people 
of South Korea are eating more 
and better food than ever before 
in their lives. They are even going 
to be able to export a little in 
1950 


Passionately patriotic, they have 
their own national government, 
now a year old, and there is every 
indication that the overwhelming 
majority would like to be loyal to 
it. It is equally certain they 
would try to be loyal to any other 
Korean government—even one 
dominated by the leaders of North 
Korea—if it would leave them in 
reasonable peace on their farms, 
where 80 per cent of the popula- 
tion live and work by standards of 
life that have advanced little in 
several centuries. 

By American leadership, fol- 
lowed reluctantly by the new na- 
tional government, a land-reform 
program in South Korea has well 
nigh wiped out farm tenancy. 
The Korean peasants stand today 
as landed proprietors, with rents 
and taxes lower than ever before. 
More children are in South Ko- 
rean schools than in all previous 
history. Illiteracy, which was the 
lot of almost 90 per cent of the 
Koreans up to 1945, is vanishing 
fast. 

Long-Denied Freedom. 

Now that their Japanese masters 
are gone, for the first time jn two 
generations there is freedom of 
opportunity for Korean children 
from the humblest homes to climb 
to high positions in the business 
and industrial worlds that were 
reserved almost exclusively for 
the Japanese. Koreans hitherto 
barred from positions of respon- 
sibility in government or from 
handling the mechanics of mod- 
ern technological industry are 
learning how to run their country 
and its industries with a speed 
that delights, amazes and fas- 
cinates American technicians sent 
to South Korea to help them. 

If ever there was an object les- 
son in the grandeur of national 
political independence as a stim- 
ulus to the human spirit it is in 
South Korea today, according to 
American observers actually en- 
gaged in helping the Koreans. Yet 
because of the shooting war, im- 
posed upon a divided country by 
the two great powers that divided 
it, the government of the new re- 
public so far has been unable to 
give to its people the basic liber- 
ties common to peoples governed 
by parliamentary rule in_ the 
West. 

Forced Into Dictatorship. 

Dedicated to liberty, Korea is a 
tight little dictatorship run as a 
police state. It has been forced 
into dictatorship by War—civil 
war and war against alien in- 
vaders—which has made the pri- 
mary problems of the new repub- 
lic the security of the nation it- 
self, and the maintenance of na- 
tional authority, ever since nom- 
inal independence was granted it. 

The rebellion of the islanders 
of Cheju-do against any rule from 
the mainland started in April 
1948 and was not completely 
quelled until May 1949. There 
were about 300,000 inhabitants of 
the island when the rebellion 
started. In 13 months of fighting, 
10,000 guerrilla fighters and 2000 
civilian bystanders were killed. 
The government has announced 
the death of 100 policemen, but 
has not announced the casualties

In this 
fighting 9540 rebels were killed, 
wounded or captured, according 
to the government’s figures, and 
23,000 persons arrested as dis- 
loyal co-conspirators. Of the 23,- 
000 persons arrested, 80 per cent 
were found guilty of aiding the 
rebels. 

As a result of these two re- 
bellions the prisons of South Ko- 
rea are overcrowded with political 
prisoners. The government has 
never announced how many politi- 
cal prisoners it holds, but 30,000 
would be a fair estimate. Partly as 
a result of the civil war, President 
Synghman Rhee, an aged strong 
man of iron will, has had to rule 
as virtual dictator. Under his di- 
rection the National Assembly in 
December 1948 adopted the Na- 
tional Security Law, which bars 
the Communist party as a legal 
entity in the country. 

Civil Liberties Curbed. 


Other laws curbing civil liber- 
ties have followed. There is dras- 
tic restriction on the freedom 
of the press. Under the press 
code it is forbidden “to print 
articles detrimental to the Repub- 
lic of Korea; articles containing 
falsehoods for purposes of agita- 
tion; articles reflecting upon the 
relations of Korea with friendly 
powers; or articles agitating the 
public mind because written in 
an excitable tenor.” 

Because of violations of this 
code, the Rhee government has 
closed seven newspapers, includ- 
ing the largest in Seoul, and 
jailed newspaper reporters. The 
closing of The Seoul Shimbum, 
leading daily in the capital, was 
based on the charge that if failed 
to print government releases in 
sufficient numbers. 

Because of the war, too—and 
Dr. Rhee’s iron rule—10 members 
of the new Korean Parliament 
have been arrested, charged with 
acting under instructions of the 
outlawed Communist party. Since 
the new constitution does not 
clearly define the relations of the 
chief executive and the parlia- 
ment, President Rhee has defined 
his own powers in times of clash 
with the parliament, and rules by 
virtue of command over the re- 
public’s armed forces. Scheduled 
elections of provincial officials 
have been postponed indefinitely 
as dangerous to the new republic 
at the moment. 


Army of 65,000 Men. 


Under civil war conditions, the 
rule in Korea is actually in the 
hands of Dr. Rhee, with the ‘back- 
ing of the American-trained mili- 
tary and American money. For the 
state’s security, Korea has devel- 
oped an army of 65,000 men, well 
fed, well equipped and trained in 
combat, with a growing reserve. It 
has a national police force of 
60,000 men, armed with carbines, 
machine guns and automatics, and 
pretty well motorized, plus a met- |:

A German Army? 

The agreement recently signed by the Allies 
and the Bonn Government provides that West 
Germany is to be a state without soldiers. This 
was re-affirmed in Frankfurt by Defense Secre- 
tary Johnson. So, on the record, goose-stepping 
is out. But it is a little difficult to give this 
record its full face value. - 

There is more and more open talk. of arming 
West Germany at least to a limited extent. 
Chancellor Adenauer now says he would not be 
averse to German military formations in a Eu- 
ropean defense force. That, of course, is an 
echo of Gen. Montgomery's Washington state- 
ment that the West Germans should be re-armed 
under Allied command. 

Some American military men have been 
talking in the same vein, if more guardedly. For 
example, Gen. Bradley—who heads both the 
American Joint Chiefs of Staff and the North 
Atlantic Pact Military Committee—would sup- 
port Secretary Johnson's declaration only to the 
extent of saying that we will not arm the Ger- 
mans “at this time.” And as the London Econ- 
omist says, both President Truman and Secre- 
tary of State Acheson have refused “to commit 
themselves to a permanent ban on the creation 
of a German army.” 

Raymond P. Brandt, the Post-Dispatch’s chief 
Washington correspondent, has pointed out that 
our military men seem to share Montgomery’s 
view. Under their plan, the Germans would be 
permitted only “defensive” arms. They would 
have no aircraft. And no German could com- 
mand more than a division at most. 

The generals are not pushing this plan openly 
at this time, says Mr. Brandt, because the 
public is not prepared to accept it. But they 
have been trying hard to sell it to members of 
Congress—especially those who visited Europe 
in recent months. 

The question of re-arming Germany is far too 
important to be worked out in such a behind- 
the-scenes manner. One of the major allied war 
aims was the destruction of German military 
power so that it might not again break the 
peace of the world. This objective should not 
be abandoned without full debate. Nor can the 
issue be settled on an exclusively military 
basis. The diplomats should have to have as 
much to say about it as the generals. 

Certainly, there are reasons for reconsidering 
German de-militarization. The Kremlin’s post- 
war change of policy from co-operation to hos- 
tility has made reconsideration desirable. The 
Russians have militarized the East German po- 
lice force under former Wehrmacht Major Paul 

Bechler. On the other hand, says the Han- 
noversche Allgemeine Zeitung, Bonn does not 
command even a “policeman.” It depends utter- 
ly on the Western powers. 

Quite aside from German concern for the 
defense of Germany is the question of how the 
Allies feel. about it. They should not pull out. 
But Britain and France are troubled by the cost 
of defending Europe. This has forced the London 
Economist very reluctantly to the conclusion 


that from “Allied pressure to reduce the burden . 


of defense and German pressure to take it on, 
only one result is conceivable, an Allied agree- 
ment to restore a German army and to entrust 
it with German defense.” The only way the 
evil consequences of such an “irresistible” step 
can be avoided, in the opinion of the Economist, 
is by “the inclusion of German manpower in a 
European defense system . . . working in closest 
alliance with the United States.” 

Should this conclusion be accepted now or 
in the next few years? Does it provide a suf- 
ficient safeguard against the possibility that 
a new German army, nc matter how limited, 
might not prove a boomerang? Could Allied 
supremacy be maintained even after a German 
peace treaty is signed? 

Since the United States would have to bear 
the major part of the cost in any event, should 
it not continue to rely on its own troops plus 
British and French support? If this is not 
enough to check a Russian advance, would the 
proposed set-up be much more effective? Would 
it be more likely to provoke the Russians than 
to hold them in check? 

Meanwhile, is it fair to the American people 
for Secretary Johnson or anybody else to make 
flat statements that the United States will not 
consider re-arming the West Germans when 
plans to the contrary are under consideration? 
Would it not be better to open such plans to 
searching debate?

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Russia and the World’s Health 


Russian callousness has seldom gone so far 
as in the World Health Organization, a part of 
the United Nations, as William Stoneman points 
out in a dispatch from Geneva. Yet the United 
States has turned the fact to such little propa- 
ganda account that Mr. Stoneman says: “The 
only extraordinary thing about this attitude is 
that it has remained unchallenged by the Amer- 
icans, in a serious way, for more than three 
years.” 

If it were the Americans who had put them- 
selves in so indefensible a position, the Rus- 
sians would be spreading word of it, to the 
United States’ discomfiture, all over the world. 
If the Russians occupied the United States’ ad- 
mirable position with respect to W.H.O., they 
would be telling the world about that, too. 

Here, in a major way, the Kremlin is exhibit- 
ing its indifference to human suffering. It wants 
to get out of W.H.O. on the flimsy pretext that 
the’ organization's overhead expenses are too 
large—as if a difference of opinion over ex- 
pense should be allowed to stand in the way of 
humanitarianism! Furthermore, this attitude by 
the masters of Moscow fits into a general pat- 
tern—refusal to co-operate with UNESCO, or 
the International Refugee Organization, or the 
Food and Agriculture Organization, or the In- 
ternational Labor Organization. 

It is plain enough to Mr. Stoneman that all 
this means “the Russians are not interested in 
improving conditions in capitalist countries for 
the simple reason that Communism thrives in 
misery and desperation.” It would be of tre- 
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mendous value in the conflict between demo- 
cratic and Stalinist ideologies to make it plain 
also to any who are still blind to Russia’s pur- 


poses. 
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Pensions for May and Thomas 


Among the many good things which former 


Representative Andrew Jackson’ May of Ken- 
tucky and Representative J. Parnell Thomas 
of New Jersey have damaged by their frauds 
in public office is the system of pensions for 
members of Congress. 

Ordinary citizens may reasonably wonder why 
the tax money which they worked hard to earn 
should be applied to paying pensions of these 
men, who were faithless to their public trust in 


the pursuit of crooked money for themselves. - 


Perhaps it will disillusion some Americans to 
see jailbirds paid the pensions which were 
originally intended to express the thanks of a 
grateful Government for long and faithful serv- 
ice and to encourage good men to seek public 
office. 

Nevertheless, May has already started draw- 
ing a pension of $280 a month for life, and 
Thomas will start drawing a pension of $290 a 
month eight years hence when he reaches 62. 
In both cases most of the money will come 
from the United States Treasury, for Thomas 
has paid in- only $5000 to $6000 of his share, 
and May $2716. 

It is unfortunate for public acceptance of the 
pension idea that May and Thomas are among 
its first beneficiaries. They cannot justly be 
deprived of.their pensions, but the law could 
well be amended to prevent similar miscarriages 
of intention in the future. A member of Con- 
gress who has built up a considerable invest- 
ment of his own funds in his pension account 
over the years should probably not be deprived 
of it for a single misstep at the end. 

But those who, like May and Thomas, have 
contributed a relative pittance of their own 
might reasonably be made to forfeit the pay- 
ment from the public treasury, though getting 
their own investment back, if they prove 
grossly derelict. It is Congressmen whom the 
pension law is intended to benefit—not crimi- 
nals. 


Atom Age Slot Machine 

The brave new world of the atomic age is 
being ushered in with the aid of two pillars of 
the pre-atomic, or Main street on Saturday 
night, era. The movies and the slot machine— 
not the old-fashioned hand-crank variety but a 
number dressed up with electrons and similar 
nuclear razzle-dazzle—are being combined by 
Atomic Energy Commission technicians in a 
gadget which is supposed to sort atomic energy 
information with atomic speed. 

Department of Agriculture experts, we are 
happy to report, are lending a hand on this 
project. With their help, the machine no doubt 
will be equipped with old-style pre-atomic, or 
sour, lemons—to be rung up after the machine 
has sifted the information about the atomic 
energy program which amateur spy-hunters 
keep thinking they have unearthed. 
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Secretary Chapman Is Right 

The inevitable has happened in Washington 
with respect to the riverfront memorial. Sec- 
retary of the Interior Chapman has told the 
St. Louis delegation to get together on a plan 
to remove the Terminal Railroad’s elevated 
structure and then come back and see him. 

It was a waste of time to call on the new 
Secretary without first having come to an 
agreement on a plan to remove the tracks or to 
put them underground. There was never any 
reason to believe that the Interior Department, 
of which the National Park Service is a con- 
stituent part, would reverse the policy of Harold 
L. Ickes. And that policy was a flat: the ele- 
vated must come down. 

The memorial to Western expansion is not 
just a local project. It is a national tribute to 
the great men who opened a continent. That 
memorial area cannot be marred by unsightly 
tracks or movement of trains which is disturb- 
ing. Congress would not be justified in ap- 
propriating a penny for the development of the 
riverfront until this question of the tracks is 
settled satisfactorily. t 

The National Park Service now is disposed 
to investigate the possibilities of underground 
parking facilities, as the City Hall asks. This 
emphasizes the obligation of Mayor Darst, City 
Counselor Crowe, Luther Ely Smith and the 
Terminal to work out a proper agreement on 
the tracks. Until this accord is reached, there 
is nothing for Congressman Sullivan to do, 
eager though he may be.

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Not the Right Remedy 


A sex pervert who had molested five teen-age 
girls and one young woman in St. Louis was 
fined $1800. At virtually the same time an 
authority on curbing criminal psychopaths was 
telling the Missouri League for Reduction of 
Delinquency and Crime that such attempted 
remedies are “ridiculous.” 

The offender, Alexander Halbman, a 25-year- 
old laborer, will, at most, serve out his fine. As 
Austin McCormick, chairman of the Army’s ad- 
visory board on parole, said without specific 


 yeference to the Halbman case: “It is ridiculous 


for a criminal of this type to be thrown into a 
workhouse, or jail, and released after serving a 
sentence.” 

It is worse than ridiculous. It gives perverts 
an opportunity to contaminate fellow prisoners. 
It encourages them to be more cunning and 
more ruthless the next time they strike. As Mr. 
McCormick says, and as this newspaper has been 
proposing, the best corrective is an indeter- 
minate-sentence law which will put sexual crim- 
inals into mental institutions, not to be released 
unless they can be.cértified cured. Missouri has 
at least the beginnings of a such a law but lacks 
the room in its mental hospitals—and the 
trained psychiatrists—to take care of these dan- 
gerous people. 

Until the psychiatrists and the hospitals are 
provided in sufficient quantity, sex offenders 
may have to be sent to prison to get them off 
the streets. But.the ultimate objective should 
be psychiatric treatment for thent. 

The best protection Missourians could give 
their children against molestation by sexual 
criminals is a generous appropriation to enlarge 
the plant and staff of the state mental hospitals

Until recently, Colombia, with nearly 50 
years of orderly government behind it, was 
regarded, along with 
Uruguay, as one of 
the two most stable 
democracies in Latin 
America. Today the 
country is in a state 
of siege, and highly 


repressive measures 


have been taken 
against the Liberal 
party, which could 
undoubtedly win a 
free election. 

Colombia is ruled, 
in open violation of 
its Constitution, by 
Falangists. The in- 
fluence that the new 
government may have over other Latin 
American countries, particularly those 
which border on it, is incalculable: the 
United States now has to reckon with a 
new Satellite of Franco’s Spain in the 
Panama Canal area.

A Reign of Terror 


The first question about the new re- 
gime is: How did it win power? As Gom- 
ez's blue-shirted supporters marched from 
the Bogota bull ring, to the Presidential 
Palace, Colombia was already in their 
hands. In the past year, the Conservative 
Government had been giving the ex- 
tremists opén and invaluable support by 
handing over to them the most important 
administrative posts. The country had for 
some months been holding a rehearsal for 
the totalitarian regime. 


The process is still going on. Peasants 
and villagers belonging to the Liberal 
party have had their houses burned down 
and relatives killed before their eyes. 
Many have fled, and are still fleeing, from 
their homes. During the first weeks of 
November, according to a cable from 
Caracas, 6000 sought refuge in Venezuela. 
The members of the majority party, the 
Liberals were fired upon in Congress by 
the rightist minority, and the speaker who 
had the floor was killed instantly. During 
the present executive's term of power, 
nearly 10,000 people have been put to 
death for political reasons. 


In Colombia there are only two historic 
parties: the Liberals and the Conserva- 
tives. The Liberals represent progressive 
democratic ideas; the Conservatives lean 
toward utilizing the power of the Church, 
in a country that is uniformly Catholic. 
For nearly 50 years, these parties regu- 
larly replaced one another in power in a 
manner that would be difficult to parallel 
in the rest of Latin America, They were 
always strictly civilian; until now, neither 
had ever set up a dictatorship or a mili- 
tary government. 


After the Manner of Liberals 


The Liberals are traditionally the 
stronger. The Conservatives have 
found their openings whenever the Lib- 
erals have wrangled and split their party 
front—a common phenomenon among lib- 
erals everywhere. Three years ago, the 
Liberals divided their strength between 
two candidates. Although the total Lib- 
eral vote .exceeided the Conservative by 
hundreds of thousands, the division put 
the present Conservative incumbent into 
office. The Liberals retained their ma- 
jority in Congress, in the state legisla- 
tures, in the city administrations. 

The government has utilized all its re- 
sources against the Liberal majority. - It 
is a highly centralized government, and its 
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ministers are not responsible to Congress. 

A liberal, civilian government in Colom- 
bia today would be the most effective ob- 
stacle to the spreading of Spanish and 
Argentine ideology in South America. 
Aiter Brazil and Argentina, Colombia has 
the largest population of any South Ameri- 
can country. 

It would have been inconceivable for 
Colombia to take the road to totalitarian- 
ism a short time ago. When, some years 
back, a small group of Black Shirts made 
their appearance in Bogota, with their 
headquarters in the offices of Gomez’s 
newspaper, they were the joke of the city. 
But these young men went on having their 
secret sessions, and every so often ap- 
peared on the social or political scene dis- 
playing the bravado and determination 
that fanaticism breeds. They created dis- 
turbances in democratic meetings, always 
with the support of Gomez’s newspapers. 
Today these former Black Shirts hold 
ministerial and other government posts. 


(;omez and His Pal 


From the day the present Conservative 
President took office, General Franco's 
ambassador became a social lion. Franco 
conferred upon his “dear friend,” the 
President of Colombia, the Cross of Isa- 
bella the Catholic. The Colombian dele- 
gation to the United Nations was one of 
the first to sponsor the movement to admit 
Spain to membership. 

Gomez fled Bogota a few days after 
April 9, 1948, when Gaitan, the leader of 
the Liberal party, was assassinated during 
the Pan-American Conference, because 
public opinion considered Gomez respons- 
ible for the situation into which the assas- 
sination plunged the country. The right- 
ist leader found asylum in Spain, where 
for many months Franco showered atten- 
tions on him. 

The Colombian press was until this year 
solidly anti-Franco, with two exceptions: 
El Siglo, which belongs to Gomez, and El 
Colombiano, which belongs to President 
Ospina’s brother-in-law. 

The explanation of this sharp political 
shift in a country which still has a great 
Liberal . majority, but which is being 
dragged forcefully into the fascist ranks, 
is, in large part, to be found in the per- 
sonality of Gomez. Gomez comes from a 
middle-class family, was educated in a 
Jesuit school, and studied engineering. He 
is a man of despotic character, a lone wolf, 
a fighter whom no one knows intimately. 
In his youth he was a great public speaker, 
and he is a writer whose violence knows 
no bounds. 


Rough and Ruthless Tongue 


He has been able to give full rein to his 
belligerent. tendencies in a country that 
has never put the least restriction on free- 
dom of speech or the press. Gomez 
actually terrorized most of his opponents 
with his scurrilous tongue alone. To 
friends and enemies he is known as “the 
monster.” 

The Liberal Presidents who have suc- 
ceeded each other in Colombia for 16 
years have received a daily barrage of 
vituperation from the pages of El Siglo 
and Gomez has gone on to make himself 
the undisputed leader of the Conservative 


MES the present situation, the Conserva- 
tives could not have secured their power 
except by force, for the Liberal party was 
united behind one of its most outstanding 
members, Dario Echandia. For the right- 
ists to win, it took violence on the floor 
of Congress, the declaration of a state of 
siege, an unconstitutional change in the 
ures of the Supreme .Court, and 
finally the refusal of Echandia to run in 
what he considers an illegal election.

The Mindszenty Case 


THE CARDINAL'S STORY: 
Joseph, Cardinal Mindszenty, Primate of Hungary, 
by Stephen K. Swift. (Macmillan Co., 317 pgs., $3.75.) 
When the English physiologist, William 

Benjamin Carpenter, sent a copy of a 
monograph he had written on an obscure 
nature specimen to Sir Charles Lyell, he 
apologized in the accompanying letter for 
having tried to make so much out of what 
might be thought a trivial subject. But 
the great geologist replied: “Any single 
point is really the universe.” 


The Cardinal Mindszenty case is only 
a single point in a problem which literally 
extends throughout the whole world. The 
revival of Russian imperialism under the 
Communists has seriously handicapped the 
work of the United Nations from the start. 
It has swallowed up the life of Eastern 
Europe from the Baltic to the Aegean seas, 
and is spreading its influence rapidly in- 
China: The oil of the 
Near East, the 
wealth of Africa, and 
the control of the 
Mediterranean are 
unquestion- 
ably among the 
major objectives of 
Soviet policy. The 
native Communist 
cells in the democ- 
racies confront us 
with the difficult 
problem of dealing 
with traitors in 
peacetime before a. 
national emergency 
arises. Together with 
its political and economic and military 
aspects, the issue of Russian imperialism 
also carries a threat to the cultural and 
spiritual life of the world which free men 
dare not minimize or appease. 
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Stephen K. Swift has taken the Cardi- 
nal Mindszenty case as a single point 
which illustrates the whole problem. A 
native Hungarian, educated in German 
schools, Mr. Swift became an authority 
in the political affairs of Central and 
Eastern Europe through his work as a 
newspaper man, although he has lived in 
America for the last 25 years. 


As personal Advisor to Ex-Premier 
Ferenc Nagy of Hungary, he translated 
the latter's autobiography, and then 
traveled extensively in Europe, gathering 
material and interviewing eye witnesses, 
for his book on Cardinal Mindszenty. It 
is also worth mentioning that Mr. Swift 
is a Ruling Elder in the Presbyterian 
Church. 


In spite of the obvious difficulties 
presented by the Iron Curtain, Mr. 
Swift has written a biography of Cardinal 
Mindszenty which in its major outlines is 
accurate if not exhaustive or definitive. 
The picture he draws is that of a strong 
and dedicated churchman fighting for the 
material and religious welfare of his 
people in a country devastated by two 
wars and controlled by Fascist and Com- 
munist minorities.

ATLANTA, Dec. 6 (AP)—Lead- 
ers of more than 28,000,000 United 
States Protestant church mem- 
bers voted today to help Negroes 
in a court fight to end racial 
separation. 

Only Southern Presbyterians 
dissented as the policy was pro- 
claimed in the heart of the South 
by the executive committee of 
the Federal Council of Churches 
of Christ in America. 

The council will intervene with 
a plea before the United States 
Supreme Court in the case of a 
Texas Negro, Herman Marion 
Sweatt, who is seeking admission 
to a white state university. 

Sweatt is attacking the tradi- 
tional Southern theory of “sep- 
arate but equal” facilities for 
Negroes. The church council will 
argue that separation itself is 
unequal, unchristian and illegal 
discrimination. s 

The brief will note that the 
Presbyterian Church in _ the 
United States. the southern 
branch of Presbyterians. abstains 
from the policv. All other large 
Southern Protestant denomina- 
tions agreed, except Southern 
Baptists, who are not members of 
the Federal Council. 

Another report of Protestant 
leaders called for a reshaping of 
American policy in the Far East 
to help the masses of people to- 
ward better living conditions. 

Earlier the council was asked 
for active support in a campaign 
to de-emphasize the commercial 
aspects of Christmas. 

The national effort to raise 
Christmas above “mere tinsel and 
tin foil” was started by the 
United Evangelistic Advance Com- 
mittee of 37 denominations. 

Dr. Jesse H. Bader of New 
York, secretary of the committee, 
will preesnt the case for a more 
spiritual observance to the Fed- 
eral Council. 

“No one wants to kill the gift- 
giving, the gay festivities and 
other traditions,” Dr. Bader said 
in an interview today. “How- 
ever, as Christians we cannot help 
but deplore the trend towards 
complete and undivided devotion 
to the secular trappings of 
Christmas.”

is in the cards—meaning easy. an‘ 
plentiful money back East, and 
more customers ,for winter re- 
sorts. 
A secretary in San Francisco 
asks if inflation is on the way 
back—meaning rising prices for 
the things she buys, while her 
own pay rises much more slowly, 
if at all. 

It may be spring before we 
know: Whether we are headed 
for another boom; whether we are 
in for a sharper decline than last 
spring; or whether we somehow 
or other have achieved the unex- 
pected—an almost painless re- 
treat from postwar inflation to a

The building boom reflects largely 
governmental and _ institutional 
construction, and the revived 
boom in home building, spurred 
by the high marriage rate.

Status of Exporting. 

Exports of our, goods also may

PROGRESS MADE 
- IN BLUNTING RED 
LABOR OFFENSIVE

Protestantism sit side by side with 
Jews and Moslems. Equality of 
race is shown by the election of 
a Negro, Charlies Adams, from 
Barbados, as vice chairman of the 
conference. Chairman is Belgium's 
Paul Finet. Small nation groups 
even from obscure St. Kitts in 
the Bahamas, share the floor and 
debate on even terms with spokes- 
men of powerful movements with 
millions of members. 

TkEere is plenty cf realization 
that while a revolt against Com- 
munizm may have provided the 
reason for birth of the new move- 
ment, that alone will not be suf- 
ficient to give it the vitality to 
accomplish its tasks. 

As both William Green and 
Walter Reuther, leading the AFL 
and CIO delegations have de- 
clared, the new organization must 
have a program broad and con- 
crete enough to give hope to 
workers of security, higher living 
standards, wider opportunities, 
freedom ‘from colonial exploita- 
tion, or repression of civil and 
trade union rights. It must be- 
come a vital factor in preserving 
peace, for all these are ingred- 
ients necessary to compete suc- 
cessfully with the determined 
Communist drive throughout the 
world. 

In reconciling the diverse ele- 
ments of this meeting, the lead- 
ers from the United States, have 
already shown how valuable their 
role in the new international can 
be. Patient work by them resolved 
the first big explosive issue that 
confronted the assembly, whether 
or not to invite Catholic trade 
unions of the Low Countries and 
Switzerland who now adhere to 
a Christian Trade Union Inter- 
national. 

Compromise Arranged. 

Caught between the opposition_ 
of the Socialist-led groups of 
these countries, who feel that 
having unions based on religious 
grounds is a dangerous principle. 
and has already divided their 
working class, and the insistence 
on invitations coming from Cath- 
olic-led Free Confederation of 
Workers of Italy, the Americans 
managed to work out a compro- 
mise. Under it, Catholic unions 
that enter the new group must 
agree to withdraw from any other 
labor international within two 
years. 

The drive of groups such as 
in Belgium, and possibly India 
and Japan, for a Socialist orienta- 
tion to the international is likely 
to be halted by a formula which 
permits organizations to pursue 
their own national inclinations 
and to unite on the common trade 
union objectives shared by all. 

The shape being taken by the 
new international, after it has 
adopted its constitution and elect- 
ed a leadership, is that of a move- 
ment which will concentrate on 
the major broad, objectives, but 
leave specific solutions to group- 
'{ngs which can best handle them. 
There will be a general secretary 
to administer the organization, a 
small executive board, a broader 
general council, and the world 
congress meeting every two years 
as the final authority. Regional 
groupings set up in Europe, Asia, 
_ and North and South America, 


would deal with the specific eco- | 
nomic and social problems of | 


their constituents, and give assist- 
ance and aid to the more back- 
ward groups. 

Especially will these be import- 
ant to eight Communist labor 
groups. Undoubtedly the non- 
Communist movements in France 
and Italy will receive support 
from an European regional or- 
ganization while in Asia, a new 
front will be formed to turn back 
the Communist drive. 

Objectives of Group. 

As the AFL and CIO leaders 
picture the new international, its 
principal objective would be to 
open up an offensive against Com- 
munism, both by the kind of pro- 
gram adopted,, as well as by giv- 
ing aid to trade unionists in exile 
from the police states of eastern 
Europe. 

The American leaders are eager 
to have the new movement play 
an important role as consultant 
to the United Nations as a means 
to not only secure action on its 
economic and social programs but 
also to have labor’s influence felt 
in the important decisions that 
determine peace, democratic 


rights and national independence | 


for colonial nations. 


Although international affairs | 


are no novelty to Reuther, the 
vast and complicated problems 
offer a challenge his buoyant 
imaginative mind, He insists that 
the Communist “secret weapons,” 
hunger and misery, can only be 
destroyed by an_ international 
sharing of abundance, a world 
market, world distribution of 
surpluses, and economic integra- 
tion and co-ordination to make 
these possible. 

To Reuther, preserving peace 
or fighting back aggression by 
arms alone makes no sense, espe- 
cially if there is to be a com- 
petitive race for limited world 
markets by Britain, Japan, Ger- 
many, Belguim and other nations. 
An ideological battle can only 
be fought with social and econ- 
omic programs and by offering a 
greater measure of hope than 
that proposed by the Communists. 

He is beginning to apply. that 
in his own field— automobiles. 
Reuther has undertaken a task 
from the Metal Workers Federa- 
tion of the new group to form 
an International Auto Workers 
Federation. 

Unions in these fields will join 
to promote higher wages and 
better working conditions in an 
attempt to bring the workers 
with more depressed standards up 
to the higher rather than the 
reverse. 

Reuther feels that the Com- 
munists can be beaten in this 
practical work, for, their concen- 
tration on politics and their need 
to follow the Moscow line in- 
evitably weakens their own efforts 
to establish rival trade secre- 
tariats. 

AFL in Active Role. 

The AFL, after remaining out 
of the WFTU is now aggresively 
pressing for a vital role for the 
new international. AFL leaders 
too assert that the Communist 
threats, which they do not mini- 
mize in Europe. Latin America 
and Asia must be turned back by 
resolute action. Truman’s point 
four program, the “humaniza- 
tion” of conditions of workers 
in backward areas,; freedom of 
unions from governmental or 


| 


employer domination, free col- 
lective bargaining, a determined 
halt to totalitarian aggression are 
all key points in their program. 
In addition, the AFL supports 
a British suggestion that the con- 


sultative status provided WFTU 
by the U.N. be reviewed in the 
light of its now “unrepresentative 
character.” A similar situation in 
the International Labor Organiza- 
tion is likely to provide acrimon- 
ious debate within the U.N. and 
deepen the divisions between 
East and West. 

There are plenty of challenging 
issues for the new international. 
It must select a leadership which 
holas the respect of all groups, 
and which is strong and far-vis- 
ioned enough to let labor play its 
new international role. Suspicions 
and jealousies of one group and 
another still remain, and the small 
nations while less fearful still 
want guarantees of freedom from 
domination by the great. Even 
the location of the headquarters, 
whether it be London or Paris; 
or a small European country re- 
mains to be solved. 


There is the need to develop 
a framework which provides for 
consultation on important issues 
to groups spread over the world, 
yet can move with the speed that 
developing emergencies require. 
There is the need for a great 
educational program to convince 
workers, who must occasionally 
make sacrifices for a larger goal, 
of the need for labor internation- 
alism. 

Great progress has been made 
since 1947, the high point of the 
advance of the world Communist 
labor offensive. The delegates 
here recognize that Communist 
control of labor may be a fore- 
runner of Communist political 
control. The first stage of halting 
the Communists came in the 
break from WFTU. The second 
stage has been laid at this con- 
ference by the forming of a new 
movement. The third, and the test 
is still to come in the programs 
and policies it adopts, and the 
actions that follow.

In other words, gentle listener, the real re- 
sponsibility lies on the doorstep. of the audience. 
If so many people didn’t listen to the darn 
things, there wouldn’t be so much skull-crushing 


on the air.

WHILE ON THIS SUBJECT, I would like to 
pass along another complaint which came from, 
of all people, an advertising man. “I hope,” 
says this aggrieved character, “you will say 
something pungent and pertinent about the fact 
that TV shows for kids run solidly from 5 to 7 
p.m., and that getting victuals into small fry 
between these hours is almost impossible. 


“My wife and I draw the line at setting our 
children’s table in front of the TV set, mutiny 
or no mutiny. Why can’t they move the kids’ 
shows forward to run from 4 to 6? Then we 
could get the children fed and into bed at a 
reasonable hour.” 

Don't ask me, chum. All I know is that ad- 
justment will probably have to come from out- 
side, not inside, the industry.

HE number of ecards left in 
the stock is one of the aie 
expert players use aS a e 
to their strategy—particularly in 
playing a defensive game. If the 
opponents have established con- 
trol of the pack and your side is 
merely trying to stave off com- 
plete disaster, give thought to how 
many rounds you will have to 
“last” before the game can end. 
Any player may, in his turn, 
count the number of cards remain- 
ing in the stock. 
Your correct play with the fol- 
lowing hand depends largely on 
this factor: 


The pack is not frozen. The op- 
ponents have melded eights and 
sixes, among other substantial 
melds. No queens or tens have 
made their appearance. Your side 
has melded three aces and three 
jacks, plus a wild card in each 
meld. Thus a natural card and an- 
other two wild cards will complete 
a canasta for you. Whether you 
should play to stymie the oppon- 
ents or to preserve your own 
chance of going out depends on 
how many cards remain in the 
stock. 

If there are only about twelve 
cards left, you can hope to play 
along by freezing the pack with a 
discard of a wild card; then dis- 
carding your eight and your six 
and, if necessary, discarding your 
second wild card. That way, you 
may be able to “run out the 
clock.” But if there is any sub- 
stantial number of cards remain- 
ing in the stock, you cannot hope 
to last. You had better give up 
your own chance to go out as soon 
as possible.

tion of air. 

When clothes are too tight across the chest the child 
cannot use his arms freely. When hands and arms are bound, 
even slightly, the mind is irritated, temper rises and anger is 
born. Ill-fitting garments of this sort are accountable for 
many a tantrum that puzzles good mothers. 

Be more than careful of the shoes children wear. They 
must fit without pinching, and without riding up and down 
in any place. Children, always delighted to get a pair of new 
shoes, will eagerly say that they fit, that they don’t hurt, 
although they are limping painfully at the moment. They 
cannot be trusted in this matter. Their feet must be measured, 
the shoe adjusted, and all possible care taken to make certain 
of thé fit. 

Feet must carry their possessors for a lifetime and they 
are worthy of all care. There need be no corns, no ingrowing 
nails, no bent toes. All that is necessary to prevent such 
miseries is careful selection of shoes. An ill-fitting shoe can 
cause great misery, affecting vision, posture, and poise, rob- 
bing a child of health and happiness.

B-29 Survivors 


Cursed, Prayed 


When Ships, Planes Passed Them 
: By — Bomber Finally Found Them

When news was received that 
18 survivors had been rescued 
after their B-29 was ditched 
north of ,Bermuda, the Post- 
Dispatch flew a correspondent 
to Bermuda to get their story. 
Following is the last of three 
articles on their experiences. 


BERMUDA, Dec. 6. 

PLANE had flown over and 

A trey had sent up their only 
flares. Other planes had 
buzzed around them and, obvious- 


ly unable to see anything in the . 


dark, had flown away. So the 
18 survivors of the B-29 which 
ditched 400 miles north of here 
at noon Wednesday, Nov. 16, set- 
tled down for their second night 
on their two small liferafts. 

They pulled their tarpaulins 
over their heads, tried, in their 
extremely cramped quarters, to 
find a position of comfart, and 
some of them even dozed off. 
“During the day we thought of 
how miserable we were,” said 
Capt. Wilford Jones, “and during 
the night we thought of how they 
were sure to find us the next 
morning.” 

Maybe if the sea had been 
calmer and the sun had come out 
occasionally there might have 
been more conversation, the men 
agreed after the rescue. But as 
it was, huge waves broke con- 
tinuously over their heads, tossed 
the rafts around like leaves in a 
whirlpool, and kept them con- 
stantly on edge. Many of them 
never got over their seasickness. 

All was fairly quiet during that 
second night when Cpl. William 
Coston of Springfield, Mo., the 
youngest man among them, heard 

a strange noise. “I thought it was 
a freight train,” he said, “and I 
decided I was beginning to hear 
things. It kept getting closer and 
it was the rumble of the biggest 
swell that had hit us yet. It 
seemed to pick us up, hold us 
suspended high in the air, and 
then drop us—upside down.” 


This was the second time the 


nine men in this raft had been 
thrown into the water. The other 


raft quickly pulled over to them... 


Some of the men from the other 
raft jumped out and helped right 
the overturned raft and get the 
men back into it. 

“But they were a lot weaker 
than they had been when they 
capsized the night before,” Lt. 
Ralston Bennett of Crystal City, 
Mo., explained, ‘‘and so were we. 
It took quite a while to get them 
back in again.” 

The men had hoped that with 
morning the sea would be calmer. 
If anything, it was rougher. 

Capt. Wilford Jones, of Desloge, 
Mo., in his raft, said “Good morn- 
ing, John,” to Lt. Col, John Gra- 


ble, former St. Louisan, command-- 


er of the outfit, who was in the 
other raft. As on the previous 
dawn, Col. Grable replied “Good 
morning, Jones.” And thus they 
began the third day. They had 
ditched at noon Wednesday. It 
was now Friday morning. 

The sun came out momentarily 
and Cpl. Coston remembered two 
packages of cigarettes he had in 
his pockets. He hauled them out, 


‘with the idea he might dry them 


in the sun. Just then another 
wave broke over them. Coston 
threw them overboard. It had 
just occurred.to him that even if 
the cigarettes were dry, there was 
no way to light them. 

Later that morning Col. Grable 
decided to have a try at catching 
a fish, not because anyone was 
suffering extreme hunger yet, “but 
mostly just for something to do,” 
he said. He rigged up a line and 
dropped it overboard. It wasn’t 
long until he felt a terrific tug 
and hauled in something which 
created more consternation than 
anything else. “It was about two 
feet long.” Bennett said, “and a 
horrible looking thing. It had a 
yellow head and tail and big 
horns, or spears.”’ 

The fish threshed around on the 
line. Some of the men were 
afraid it would puncture the boat, 
and all of them agreed that it

looked anything but appetizing. 
While Grable held on, someone 
took a knife and cut it loose. 

After this there was some dis- 
cussion of the idea of eating raw 
fish. It was generally agreed they 
would have to be a lot hungrier 
than they were then. No one else 
tried fishing, although there were 
plenty of fish around. 

“You could see thousands of 
them, especially early in the 
morning, Bennett said, “swim- 
ming around just below the sur- 


. face.” 


Later that day some seaweed 
floated by. Bennett recalled hav- 
ing read that certain types of 
seaweed are edible, so he grabbed 
a handful of it. He and several 
others debated whether to try it 
or not, and finally Bennett stuffed 
a handful in his mouth and started 
chewing. Two other men followed 
suit. But they all spit it out. 
“One of the fellows said it tasted 
like unsalted crab meat,” Bennett 
said, “but.it just tasted like hell 
to me.”

Y this time the salt water, in 

which they had now been sit- 

ting for two days, began really 
to go to work on their skin. Their 
feet and legs swelled, turned 
bright red and broke out like 
measles, Just the touch of their 
clothing on the skin was excruci- 
atingly painful. As a result tem- 
pers became extremely short. 

“If you want to know the main 
topic of conversation,” said Capt. 
Jones, “it consisted of this: ‘move 
over, you S.O.B., and give me a 
little room.’ ” 

“There was one S.O.B. in our 
boat,” said one of the men, “who 
had on a pair of G.I. shoes, and 
he refused to take them off. I 
could have choked him with my 
bare hands if I hadn’t been too 
weak.” 

That afternoon they tried dis- 
tilling some more sea water, and 
some of the men drank a little of 
it. There: was one canteen of 
fresh water left. Two canteens 
had survived the wreck but one 
of them had been lost when the 
raft capsized. They decided to 
hoard the remaining cariteen a 
little longer. That afternoon they 
ate the last of the fruit drops, and 
the subject again came up of the 
possibility of eating raw fish. 
Someone pointed out that there 
is supposed to be fresh water in 
a fish’s stormach, but nothing was 
done about it. 

All day Friday the more than 
60 searching planes of the Air 
Force, Navy and Coast Guard, tak- 
ing off from Kindley Field, U.S. 
Air Base here, had been searching

NEW YORK. 

HAD an interesting trip to 

Worcester, Mass., the other day 

on my way to Groton School. 
Across the aisle on the train sat 
two gentlemen who talked in Ger- 
man. I suppose I looked at them 
with interest, because in a few 
minutes one of them got up and 
came over to me. 

“May I introduce you,” he said, 
“to the president of the Free 
University of Berlin. He landed 
five hours ago in this country and 
I am now accompanying him to 
Harvard where he is going to lec- 
ture on Geethe.” 

I was interested to meet him. 
He told me how he had been dis- 
missed from office by Hitler and 
how, when he was free again, he 
had arranged with Gen. McCloy 
to start the university. His group 
began with about 2000 students, 
but today they have more than 
5000. He knew the Countess von 
Moltke, who also is over here, as 
I mentioned last week; lecturing 
to raise the money for an ex- 
change of students between the 
United States and Germany. 

He said most of his democratic 
friends had died during the Hitler 
period.

HE WAS FULL of vigor, in. 
spite of his 65 years, and seemed 
full of hope that the next genera- 
tion of German youth might learn 


to live with the rest of the world: 


on equal terms of trying 
to conquer the world as 
race. 

I hope he is right. Germany 
in the center of Europe is of im- 
portance 4o every nation in Eu- 
repe and of vast. importance to 
the peace of the world in the 
future. If the Communists could 
carry it their way, it would give 
them a great advantage. If, how- 


ever, Germany stays with i. 


mocracies of the West, it will 
turn the tide our way. Certain- 
ly, it would lead to greater sta- 
bility and greater security on the 
part of the western states if Ger- 
many showed signs of wishing to 
live in peace with all of its 
neighbors.

THE GROTON BOYS to whom 
I spoke in the evening were a 
very good audience. The chairs 
are extremely uncomfortable and 
holding the attention of an au- 
dience ranging in age from 12 
years to 60 is not an easy task. I 
was very much afraid that at 
some point I would lose the in- 
terest of some of the boys. But 
if they were not interested, they 
still managed to contain them- 
selves and when the question pe- 
riod came they were full of ques- 
tions. 

Even after we adjourned to th 
big room in the main building 
and all the small fry had gone 
to bed, the older boys kept on 
asking questions.

the area. A flare sent up the 
previous night had been seen by 
a B-17, and all the search con- 
verged in that area. But visibil- 
ity was almost nil. Several times 
during Friday the men in the 
rafts heard plane engines, but 
the men in the planes saw noth- 
ing. 

Darkness descended on the 
third and final—and also the 
worst—night. The men’s hopes 
seemed to set with the sun, and 
for the first time there was a 
feeling they might perm on the 
sea. 

Some of the men started pray- 
ing, quietly but audibly. Others 
were complaining and cursing. 
Suddenly someone burst out in 
anger: “Damn it, you guys gotta 
stop praying and cussing at the 
same time. Either do one or the 
other, but you’re not going to 
get results doing both at the same 
time!” 

This halted the swearing for. a 
while. 

About two hours after dark a 
ship appeared on the horizon. The 
men looked at it, speechless. They 
could see the lights in the port- 
holes. They yelled, and then they 
grabbed the whistles attached to 
their life preservers and blew un- 
til their lungs seemed about to 


burst. They grabbed paddles and -° 
‘started rowing, desperately trying 


to get nearer the ship. In one 
raft they improvised a sail with 
a piece of the tarpaulin and a 
paddle, hoping to increase their 
speed. But they seemed to get no 
closer. 

For two hours, they estimated, 
they could still‘see the ship. But 
it seemed just as far away as 
when they first saw it. They were 
too tired to paddle any longer, s0 
they gave up. 

“TI guess I said my rosary 40 
times that night,” said Capt. 
Joseph Petrosini. Capt. Petrosini 
thought of home and of his wife 
in Providence, R.I. An intelli- 
gent and sensitive man, he is 
deeply religious and loves chil- 
dren. When he speaks of his 
friends and their homes, he 
dwells upon descriptions of their 
youngsters. But he and his wife 
have been denied children. He 
was one of the few who freely 
admitted they prayed. 

“That little Mexican fellow, 
whose shoulder was broken (Sgt. 
Manuel Opreza) was right beside 
me,” Petrosini said, “and he kept 
muttering in Spanish. Finally I 
asked him what he was saying. 
He told me he was praying.” 

Cpl. Coston dozed off and 
dreamed that he was trapped in 
the flight deck of a B-29, fran- 
tically trying to get out. During 
the night some of the men on 
one of the rafts began to get ideas 
about how to make more room. 
There was a man lying up front 
who, although uninjured, had 
done nothing but complain since 
the plane ditched. He had refused 
to bail water, he had refused to 
try to make room for others, yet 
he was always yelling for more 
room. « 

“Why don’t we throw the S.0O.B. 
overboard?” someone suggested. 
The thought took root, and after 
some discussion they even went 
so-far as to take it up with Col. 
Grable. He, of course, commanded 
them to put any such thoughts 
out of their minds, so nothing 
more was said about it.

AWN arrived, eons later. 
[) “coo morning, John,” said 

Capt. Jones. “Good morning, 
Jones,” said Col. Grable, but this 
morning there was a _ strongly 
ironic note in his voice. On the 
previous day the men had been 
putting green sea dye in the 
ocean, and they put some more 
out this morning, which was Sat- 
urday. The dye left green streaks 
hundreds of yards jong in the 
water. 

Soon after dawn someone spot- 
ted on the’ horizon what ap- 
peared to be chimneys, or smoke- 
stacks on top of buildings. “It 

must be Bermuda,” they agreed, 
and spirits rose. They came a 
little closer and saw that it was 
an aircraft carrier and a destroy- 
er, qoubtless one of which they 


had seen the previous night. They. 


blew their whistles, waved, and 
cut up the tarpaulins to make 
flags to wave. But no one saw 
them. They were so close they 


their heads on their knees. Tears 


trickled down the cheeks of some 
of them. 

Col. Grable, seeing how low 
were their spirts, tried to think of 
something to take their minds off 
their plight. He suggested a swim. 
Some of the men agreed. So, with 


a rope tied around their waists, 
so they could be hauled back in 
case they were too weak to get 
back alone, one by one, a dozen 
or so of the men jumped into 
the water. They were too weak 
to swim, but it gave them a chance 
to stretch all their muscles, and 
when they climbed back they 
agreed they felt a little better.

HERE was some talk also of

A PBY plane flew over. The 
men shouted, waved their flags 
and blew their whistles. The 
plane didn’t even dip a wing. 
Every now and then someone in 
Capt. Jones’ raft would look 
across at the others and say,

so comfortable over there?” It 
wasn’t until after they were res- 
cued they learned that this was

ments made about them from the 
other boat. They passed the re- 
maining water canteen around. 
Everyone got about a swallow. | 

“Here comes a plane!” someone 
shouted, and the men looked up 
to see a bomber flying low and 
directly toward them. 

It was a B-17, piloted by Lt. 


Edward W. Lynch, which had | 


taken off from Kindley Field 
at 9:30 that morning to join the 
other planes in scouring the area. 

“We had been searching since 
Wednesday night,” Cpl. James 
Drab, radio operator on the res- 
cue plane told me. “One of the

Thursday night, and one of them 
had heard their S.O.S. from the 
Gibson Girl emergency radio the 
night before. We had been 
searching, with little or no sleep, 
ever since. We flew in a lad- 
der pattern, in expanding squares 
and expanding circles. We were 
flying low when, at approximate- 
ly 3:20 p.m. Sgt. Ralph Hawes, a 
volunteer scanner, saw their sea 
dye. Then he saw them. Very 
calmly he said into the inter- 
communicating phone: ‘I have 
two liferafts on the left. The 
rafts are one half mile away at 
9 o'clock.’ ‘ 


“TI dashed back and after see- 
ing them 1 started throwing out 
sea slick (dye) and flares. The 
flares are a type which, when you 
drop them in the water, start 
sending up smoke. We flew 
around the rafts and tried to drop 
flares on four sides of them, so 
their position wouldn’t be lost 
again.

HE boat, called a Higgins 

boat, is a rescue boat with 

motor, attached to the bottom 
of a rescue plane. It is released- 
like a bomb, and floats down by 
parachutes. 

“It was a beautiful drop,” - 
Grable said. “It seemed to float 
down, and it hit the water at an 
angle, prow first, not a hundred 
feet from us. They had dropped 
it to windward, the wind 
drifted it right into us.” 


The men in Grable’s raft 
grabbed the side of the boat and 
they started scrambling in. But 
they had forgotten how little use 
their legs had received. Most of 
them, when they tried to stand 
in the lifeboat, fell flat on their 
faces. Others had to be helped 
in. When all nine men were safely 
in, Grable read the instructions 
for starting the motor. It started 
on the first try. They roared over 
to the other raft which, during 
this time, had drifted several hun- 
dred yards away. 

In the life boat was a map 
showing their position, and a note 
fron’ the plane telling them to 
remain where they were, that the 
Haida was coming to pick them 


up 

Most of the men had to be lifted 
onto the Canadian destroyer when 
it finally reached them. They ar- 
rived at Bermuda Sunday after- 
noon at 2:15 o’clock, just - four 
days after they had ditched. They 
were found 360 miles northeast of 
Kindley Field, and it was esti- 
mated they had drifted nearly 
100 miles east of where they had 
ditched. 

The search lasted 77 hours and 
approximately 150 aircraft and 
1000 crew members had taken part 
before the men were found. 


After a week in the hospital the 
men, who were extremely impa- 
tient to leave and start the fur- 
loughs to which they would -be 
entitled, were flown back to 
March Field, Calif., from whence 
they had started to England only
